The Heuse Chapiaia on Dynamite 
and Monopoly. 

Wasutncros, March 27,--The Chap-

How a Mold Advertisement Breug ht 
Unmexpectea Success. A Suggestive 
Incident to Business Men. 
Most people throughout the United 
States know Orange Judd, who haa for a 
third of a century stood at the head of the 
agricultural press. Learning that he 
had come to look mound Southern Cali- 
fornia, or at least the Los Angeles por- 
tion, a representative of the Times sought} 5 
an interview, and among other things in- 
quired as to an advertising incident which 
be had often seen referred to in the prese 
generally. Mr. Judd is now with his sons 
editing and conducting the Prairie Farmer 
of Chicago, and writes for it a waer 
of editorial letters a various parts 
the country. But he built up the — 
can Agriculturiet. with which he was 
identified from 1853 to 1882, or about 30 
years, and while ander his sole direction 
it Was a great success, reaching at one 
time a circulation of over 150,000. The 
incident referred to, as hitherto published, 
stated that his first success was due to an 
enormous advertisement tuserted by the 
mistake of a clerk in the N. I. 
On repeating this to Mr. Judd, he 
stuiled, aud said the published version, 
though founded on a fact, was somewhat 
erroneous, and by request he gave the 
incident substantially as follows: For « 
short time he edited and managed the 
paper for the first proprietors. He fre- 
quently urged them to let its merits 
be known, using this as an illustration: 
“Buappose you have in your warehouse a 
first-rate new implement. What good 
will it do you or the public, if you don’t 
let the public know about it“ Bat they 
were loth to spend money in this way, 
and, when they consented, there was 
always a limit of only a dollar or two for 
any single advertisement. In «a — 
while Mr. Judd ame sole proprie 
expending nearly all of his — 
means to me absolute owner and 
controller. His first move was to insert 
an advertisement in the New York 
Tribane to the then, in his inexperienced 
eyes, enormous extent of $5 for 
a single advertisement, selecting 
the of the rst colum 
charged at 12% cents a line, while — 
advertisements were but eight cents a 
line.
